The court do- 
ciiled in favor of tho sottler, and ilio railroad 
company appealed to the Supremo court of 
the State. Tho settlor applied to tho Depart- 
ment of tho Interior for relief from prosecu- 
tions ottho railroad company stating that ho 
was ur.ablo to defend his claim through all 
tho courts.
